nour to that town; and is a certain bafis for a medi- 
cal {chool, and fhews what great things may be done 
by zeal and prudence, even in a poor country. 
6. Can thou be better employed than in calmly 
confidering the feveral articles in a letter fubfcribed 
F. Lovelearning, in this newfpaper, which is full 
of wifé remarks upon literary mea, and upon the 
principles of human action? 

7. Doft thou never confider with thyfelf what 
would be the confequence of the projected union? 
Firlt, with regard to the injuftice done to thy foun- 
der, who believed that it would continue feparate, 
otherwife he would not have made it fo; and with 
regard to thy country, for no man will make a lite- 
rary foundation, if he thinks it is to be deftroyed, 
or even altered, as intereft or caprice fhall dictate ;

acquit himfelf of a commiffion to the magiltrate, 
which was that the commandant of the litle army 
had orders to put a garrifon ip the place. The de- 
mand was carfied before the Council, and refufed ; 
and it was at the fame time refolved to defend the 
place in cafe of an attack. Some time after the fame 
officer returned, accompanied by two mefiengers of 
State, and being imtroduced to the Council, declared, 
that the States of Guelderland would deftroy the 
place if they refufed to admit the garrifon. This 
threat produced no effect, and he was acfwered, 
that they would defend themfelves if they were at- 
tacked. ‘The officer gave them three hours to de-

* Icis aitonithing that this bufinefs hath not been 
taken up long before this directly from England, as 
there is a full defcription of it in Captain Cooke’s 
lat voyage.

OBSERVE an advertifement in the newfpapers, 
purporting, that the Commiflioners of Supply 
for the thire of Edinburgh had come to a refolution 
to apply, next feffion of Parliament, for a law to 
prohibit all waggons and carts from travelling the 
roads in that county which had not broad wheels. 
Had this piece of news been conveyed to the public 
in a lefs authentic manner, I fhould have been dif- 
pofed to doubt the fae, and would have fufpected 
that fome perfon, who withed to degrade the gentle- 
men concerned in the public opinion, had propaga- 
ted the ftory ; put as it is laid before the public in 
this unqueftionable fhape, we are not at liberty to 
make that inference ; and I can only zow fuppofe, 
that the refolution has been haftily gone into before 
the gentlemen have beftowed that attention to the 
fubjeét that its importance to the public required. I 
muit’ therefore entreat, that, before they proceed 
farther in this bufinefs, the gentlemen above men- 
tioned will take the trouble to re-confider that fub- 
jest, and to take the opinion of a full meeting of 
their own body called together by a public adver- 
tifement exprefily for that purpofe, when, I doubt 
not, their own good fenfe will fuggelt many cogent 
reafons for making them defift from that enterprile, 
In the mean time I beg leave to throw out a few 
hints, which certainly ought not to be overlooked. 

There is pot a doubt but that the roads would be 

more eafily kept in repair, were all carriages that 
travel on them to be upon broad wheels, rather than 
if narrow wheels are employed. But though this 
fact be admitted, it does not from thence follow, 
tbat nothing but broad wheels fhould be permitted ; 
for if fo, by the fame mode of reafoning, we fhould 
fuy, that xo carriages at all thould be allowed ; for 
mo one can doubt but that the roads, in that cafe, 
would be much Iefs broke than even if broad wheels 
only were permitted. 

A public road, it fhould ever be remembered, is 
intended to facilitate the tranfporting of goods from 
one part of the country to another; and the only 
queltion of public moment to be in this cafe atrend- 
ed to, is not what is the cheapeft way of upholding 
tlie roads? but by what mode of conveyance can 

oods be tranfported at the cheape/? pofhble rate? 

his particular being once afcertained, it is the bu- 
Gnefs of the Commiflioners of Supply to devife ways 
and means for fitting the roads to permit that cheap- 
#? mode of conveyance. 

I am afraid the gentlemen in queftion have not 
duly adverted to this particular, or, from their rank 
in life, are not enabled properly to decide upon it 
They have no opportunity of obferving the practical 
iaconveniencies that occur in driving wheels of dif 
ferent kinds of con{ftruction along fuch roads as we 
have o¢cafion to travel on ; and a few experiments, 
which fome of them may have feen made upon a 
{mooth board at College, only ferve to give a flight 
theoretical knowledge, which often leads to error in 
cafes of this kind. ‘That thére are praéfical incon- 
veniencies attend the ufe of broad wheels, which 
are not obvious to them, they ought to fufpect, from 
‘the invariable difufe of that kind of wheels in every 


—peee_of this country where they have been tried 
(and they bi “oo y ~ 


ave [ *en-very often tried.) The writer 
of this effay was once as eager to introduce thefe 
wheels into general practice as any one of the Com. 
miflioncts;—bue-waefoon-convinced, from an atten- 
tive obf rvation of facts, that it was not without rea- 
fon they were laid afide. Servants cannot, indeed, 
point out the defects, and can do nothing elfe but 
complain that their horfes were more fatigued by 
performing the fame quantity of work than with nar- 
row wheels ; but it was not long before he difcover- 
ed reafons why it mutt be fo. 

Many of the public roads in this country are not 
fo fmooth as could be withed, -and are, befides, oft- 
en encumbered with loofe {tones lying on their fur- 
face ; but on crofs roads thefe impediments are 
much more numerous. Now, pleafe obferve, what 
is tte confequence of fuch inequalities to a carriage 
going along thefe roads with broad or with narrow 
wheels? With narrow wheels, the driver, by a lit- 
tle attention, can often make his wheel pafs between 
two of thefe {tones, fo as to touch neither of them ; 
or, if it is but one ftone, by giving the thaft a flight 
puth from him, or a draw towards him, he makes 
the edge of the wheel pafs clear of the incumbrance. 
But no fuch thing can be done with a broad wheel ; 
it wuft go right over a thoufand fuch impediments, 
which might have been fhunaed entirely with garrow 
wheels. And let not gentlemen laugh at the infig- 
nificance of this inconvenience ; for if they will take 
the trouble to. go along with a cart fully loaded, 
when the horfe is going up hill, and exerting his 
whole powers, they will foon perccive what a very 
{mall thing proves an unfurmountable obftruction ; 
and, if their obfervation is fufficicntly accurate, I 
am perfuaded they will not think I make an unrea- 
fonable eltimate, when I fuppofe that, upon fuch 
roads as we ufually have in the county of Mid-Lo- 
thian, very nearly doub/e the {trength would be re- 
quired, on an average, to draw the fame load on 
broad as on narrow wheels. Nor am I afraid to 
Jeave the decifion of this fact to accurate obfervation 
and experience™. 


* Jt would take up too much of your room here to fpeci- 
fy all the circumftances that ought to be in this cafe adveit- 
ed to, which, by being overlooked by carelefs obfervers, 
will make this fuppofition appear much exaggerated. ‘The 
writer of this article, who has no other motive for oppofing 
the projetted law, but a fincere convittion that it would be 
highly injerious, will be ready, if called upon for that pur- 
pofe, to wait upon a Committee of the Commiffioners of 
Supply, (or any Gentlemen well {killed in the principle of 
mechanics, if they fhall chofeto employ them), to explain his 
seafons more at layge, and to fce a comparative trial fairly 
made in their prefenee with broad and narrow wheels, upon 
the roads in Mid-Lothian, with a view clearly to afcertain 
the matter of faét here in quteftion; and he makes no doubt 
of thus affording full conviction to any ingenious perion, who 
is candidly defirous of difcovering truth. 


"Nhe above obfervation applies to made roads ; but 
when we come to crofi roads that hive not been 
made, the objtructions that broad wheels meet with 
there, at every ftep, are fuch as render them alto- 
gether unfit for ufe. Hence it muft follow, thats 
thould a law be obtained to compel men to ufe n0- 
thing but broad wheels upon public roads, it would 
be impofing a very weighty tax on the carriage © 
all goods on them ; butas it is impoflible to ufe thefe 
wheels at all upon many crofs roads, farmers would 
often be under the neceflity of keeping two forts of 
carriages, one with narrow wheels for unmade roads» 
another with broad wheels, into which the load 
fhould be fhifted when it came to the made road. — 
It is perfectly needlefs for me to enlarge on the 1n- 
conveniencies this would occafion, or on the abfo- 
lute impollibility of performing it, as thefe are fufhi- 
ciently obvious. 

If, then, the principle of this /uppofed improve- 
meat be fo very liable to objection, ought it not to 
be very attentively confidered before the meifure be 
adopted ? and the more fo, as there afe other very 
ferious objections to it, which feem not to have been 
adverted to. 

The property of private individuals ought never 
to be invaded by the legiflature, except for very 
weighty confiderations indeed ; bat, in the prefent 
cafe, it is propofed to fubje& one of the mott ufeful 
claffes of men to a very heavy expence, without any 
obvious benefit to any one ; aud even, if the forego- 
ing obfervations are jult, to the certain detmment of 
the whole community. What this expence may be, 
it is impoMible to calculate with abfolute certainty ; 
but | prefume no one will fuppofe there can be lefs 
than thirty thoufand carts in the county of Mid-Lo- 
thian ; of courfe, thirty thoufand pair broad wheels 
would be required, which, at 61. a pair, would coft 
180,000 l.—an immenfe fum to be called at once 
from the farmess and carters in this fmal! diftrid, 
and which cannot fail to derange their private affuirs 
in avery high degree. li is alfo to be noted, that 
all the wheels that are at prefent in ufe mutt be en- 
tirely laid afide, which, on an average, may be va- 
lued at one-fourth part of the above fum, or 45,000 1. 
all of which muft be entirely loft to them for ever. 
Surely it ought not to be upon fpeculative plans of 
doubtful improvement that fuch a wafteful facrifice 
of private property fhauld be made. 

Nor does the evil rett here. lt frequently matt 
happen, that carriages from the neighbouring coun- 
ties have occafion to enter into, or pafs through this 
county ; {0 that all perfons having occafion thus to 
ufe them mult: be under the neceflity of obtaining 
new wheels alfo ; and thus the property of a great 
number of individuals, who are not within the jurif- 
diction of the gentlemen who have this law in con. 
templation, would be affeéted by it, and the public 
be thrown’ into endlefs jars and confufion by at- 
tempting to enforce it. 

From thefe confiderations, and others I muft o- 
mit, | would humbly hope the gentlemen who have 
propofed this meafure, will take the trouble to re- 
confider it ; and if, upon doing fo, they thould find 
it good to dent from their purpofe, it would fave 
the public no fmal! degree of trouble. ‘Phey will 
pleafe to advert, that though the legiflature has, on 
former occafions, attempted to allure individuals in- 
to the practice now wifhed to be eltablifhed, by ex- 
empting broad wheels from alF tolls for atime, yet 
they never thought of fuch a bold meafure,.not even 
ip England, though much better calculated for the 


“purpofe than Scotland, as to compel every one to 


ufe them. Bat fhoald thefe gentlemen perfit in 
endeavouring to puth this meafure, it will certainly 
be neceflary for farmers and others, who would be 
affe@ed thereby, to take timeous meafures to gaard 
againit a law which would fo deeply injure them,
